The few years Mrs. Bolton

As a lawyer, pu b lic speaker, and 
Federal ju dge, few

was b orn in Boston, came from Cin­ 
cinnati to Connersville, Indiana 
in 
1B29. 
A fter stu dying law with Oli­ 
ver II. Smith, lie was admitted to 
the b ar; 
elected to the legislatu re 
and for three term s was its speaker. 
In 1838 he and M. R. Hall estab lish- 
ed the Indiana 
Sentinel, 
a 
Whig 
newspaper. 
In 1843 he was elected 
to congress, served for three terms, 
and was the recognized leader of the 
Indiana delegation. 
In fact there 
were b u t few men in congress 
who 
su rpassed him in legislative discu s­ 
sion. Smith was one of the most a r­ 
dent su pporters of Lincoln in 
the 
ex citing campaign of I8 60, and can­ 
vassed the state from b order to b or- 
Upon .entering 
office President 
Lincoln 
appointee 
Smith secretary of the interior. Late 
in 1862 he resigned and 
wu s 
ap­ 
pointed United States Ju dge for In 
diana. 
He died 
su ddenly 
Janu ary 
17, 1864 and in honor of the services 
which he had rendered 
the 
nation 
draped in mou rning 
for 
fou rteen 
days.

citizen in the United tStales. 
The ex position was 
of su ch far- 
reaehing 
edu cational 
v alu e 
and 
created so mu ch pu b lic interest that 
Secretary 
of the Interior Franklin 
K. Lane conceiv ed the idea that 
the 
rest of the cou ntry ou ght, if pos­ 
sib le, to b e giv en the opportu nity of 
seeing it. 
He accordingly wroie 
a 
letter 
to Daniel 
W illard, President 
of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, 
req u esting the free u se of a com­ 
plete train for that pu rpose. 
P res­ 
ident Willard responded immediately 
and offered to fu rnish an all-steel 
train of any necessary nu mb er 
of 
car> to transport the ex hib its. 
The 
railroad also agreed 
to hau l 
this 
train free of charge ov er the entire 
length of its line, stopping a su ffi­ 
cient length of time in each city 
or 
town to enab le the people to inspect 
thorou ghly the v ariou s ex hib its. 
It has

tentativ ely 
agreed 
that this train will b e in W ashing­ 
ton b y May 1, and that it will

THE NEW DITCH LAW 


A Ku sh cou nty farm er has askec 
that the following concerning 
the 
*new ditch Jaw passed b y the lasn 
legislatu re 
b e reprodu ced 
for the 
b enefit of many farm ers who 
are 
not acq u ainted with 
its 
featu res 
The following was 
taken 
from the 
Farm er’s Gu ide; 


At the last season 
of the state 
legislatu re 
of Indiana 
an ob scu re 
little 
b ill 
s’lipped 
throu gh 
b oth 
b ou ses and was signed b y the gov er­ 
nor— an innocent looking little mat 
ter of some three hu ndred words 
apparently 
dev oid 
of any thing re ­ 
semb ling hu man interest. 
Dou b tless 
not fifty persons are 
aware of the 
ex istence of this law. 
Yet b eneath 
its gu ise of innocence 
it possesses 
hair-trigger q u alities that, sometime 
sooner or later, are 
likely to prov e 
v ery , v ery annoy ing to some of ou r 
b est citizens. 
It is well to 
know 
something of this ob scu re little com­ 
mandment. 
Two things may alway s b e ex ­ 
pected of a state legislatu re: Jt will 
rev ise the game laws and monkey 
fwkh the drainage laws. 
As a re­ 
su lt of this propensity on the part 
of ou r law makers the statu te b ooks 
of Indiana ane clu ttered with a mel­ 
ange of draining laws that well nigh 
defy the ab ility of ou r hard-working 
township 
tru stees 
to 
interpret. 
These m u ltifariou s 
law’s, 
howev er, 
apply ex clu siv ely 
to pu b lic drains; 
we hav e practically no laws that 
apply 
to a priv ate 
ditch b etween, 
say , John Smith 
and 
Bill Brown, 
leretofore it has b een possib le 
for 
John to act ju st 
as mean 
as 
he 
cou ld with his fcart of the ditch and 
snap his fingers u nder the nose of 
lill when said 
Bill 
rem onstrated, 
light here is where this innocent lit­ 
tle 
ditch 
law 
aforementioned 
is 
ikely to go off u nder John’s 
feet. 
As has b een 
stated, it is well 
for 
ohn to know something ab ou t 
the 
aw. 
The title of the new law* is; “An 
act declaring legal drains heretofore 
or hereafter constru cted 
b y mu tu al 
consent or agreement b y adjoining 
or adjacent ow ners of lands, prohib ­ 
iting their ob stru ction and prov id­ 


ing for repair.” . In order to u nder­ 
stand the law if is necessary to a s­ 
su me a hy pothetical case. 
Su ppose 
that A and B own adjoining farm s, 
fie Water from A’s farm b eing car­ 
ried away throu gh a tile drain hav ­ 
ing for its ou tlet a tile drain ru n­ 
ning throu gh 
the 
land 
of B. 
In 
other words, B has giv en or sold to 
A an ou tlet, withou t which A’s land 
eann&t b e drained. 
All 
goes well 
b etween A and B. 
Bu t B sells his 
farm and mov es to parts u nknown, 
a new party C .acq u iring possession 
of the farm and the ou tlet ditch. In 
time C and A has a m isu nderstand­ 
ing, with the resu lt that C ob stru cts 
the ditch at A’s 
ou tlet so that 
no 
w ater can How. 
A’s land is ru ined 
and he cannot farm it. He attem pts 
to prov e that lie had a contract with 
B for the ou tlet 
b u t 
is u nab le 
to 
find B. 
As it stood b efore the new 
ditch law was passed all that 
A 
cou ld do u nder 
the circu m stances 
was to q u it farm ing. 
It is the op­ 
inion of many lawy ers that no 
law 
cou ld compel C to remov e 
the 
ob ­ 
stru ction. 
The pu rpose of the new law is to 
prov ide the 
machinery whereb y 
A 
can make C giv e him the ou tlet. Un­ 
der the prov isions of the act C not 
only has to permit A to connect onto 
his ditch b u t he has to keep the ou t­ 
let ditch in good condition. 
If 
he 
does not do this A will report 
the 
case to the township tru stees, 
who 
will order C to remov e the ob stru c­ 
tion and if € does not comply with 
the order, will hav e the ob stru ction 
remov ed at C’s ex pense plu s 5 0 per 
cent, additional charges, 
the whole 
b eing lev ied b y the cou nty au ditor 
as a tax against the land of C. 
Thu s, it may b e seen that the more 
ob stru cting C does the more it 
will 
cost him. 
It shou ld b e stated, howev er, that 
in the case of new ditches one land 
owner cannot compel another to giv e 
him an ou tlet. 
The law applies only 
to estab lished drains. 
A ditch ou t­ 
let mu st 
b e considered 
a m aterial 
commodity , a thing 
that 
mu st b e 
pu rchased or acq u ired as a gift; it 
is not a priv ilege that may b e taken 
as the pu b lic takes property u nder 
the right of eminent domain. 
A phase of the new 
law 
that 
shou ld b e u nderstood b y all 
land­ 
owners is that in the Case of a joint 
ditch passing throu gh the lands of 
two or more persons the consent of 
all concerned is necessary 
b efore 
another party can u se the ditch as 
an ou tlet. 
The 
fairness of 
this 
point will b e seen b y all. 
If a ditch is connected with an­ 
other u nlawfu lly , u nder the prov is­ 
ions of this act, the onew ho con­ 
stru cted the ditch is liab le for any 
dam ages that may ensu e and will b e 
compelled to fill the ditch if any of 
the owners of the main ditch req u est 
it. 
This new law’ 
will b e fou nd 
on 
Page 5 3 of the Acts of the General 
Assemb ly of the State of Indiana, 
6 9th Session.

In 1855 Sarah T. Bolton accom- 


panied her husband, who was con- 
sul to Switzerland, on his trip to the 
foreign capital. 
Their party includ- 


ed General Drake and wife, and it is 
reported that these were the 
first 


persons from Indiana that ever went 
abroad. The few years Mrs. Bolton 
Spent in EuVope were perhaps the 
happiest of her 
entire 
life. 
As a 


poet she had achieved fame 
equal 


to that of any American writer, an 
.more than any other American wo- 
man. 
Her home beeame a literary 


center, and others were honored by 
her hospitality. 
Her husband 
died 


and she returned 
to her 
country 


place, 
"Beechbank." 
four 
miles 


southeast of Indianapolis. 
She died 


August 5, 1893, just at sunset, "iLi- 
hour which she loved so well." 


Caleb Blood Smith. 


As a lawyer, public speaker, and 


Federal judge, few Hoosiers 
have 


gained greater national reputation 
reputation than Caleb B. Smith. He 
wax born in Boston, came from Cin- 
cinnati to Connersville, Indian.i in 
1829. After studying law with Oli- 
ver H. Smith, he was admitted to 
the bar; 
elected to the legislature 


and for three terms was its speaker. 
In 1838 he and M. R. Hall establish- 
ed the Indiana Sentinel, 
a Whig 


newspaper. 
In 1843 lie was e'ected 


to congress, served for three arms. 
and was the recognized leader of the 
Indiana delegation. 
In fact tliere 


were but few men in cotigre-- 
who 


surpassed him in legislative discus- 
sion. Smith, was one of the most ar- 
dent supporters of Lincoln in 
the 


exciting campaign of 1800. and can- 
vassed the state from border to bor- 
der in his behalf. 
Upon .enuring 


office President 
Lincoln appointed 


Smith secretary of the interior. Late, 
in 1802 he resigned and 
was 
ap- 


pointed United States Judge for In- 
diana. He died 
suddenly January 


17, 1864 and in honor of the services 
which he had rendered 
the nation, 


draped in mourning for 
fourteen 


days.

per cent, of all deaths in the regis- 
tration area of the United States, 
The National Association 
fop the 


Study and Prevention of Tubercu- 
losis points out in a statement is- 
sued today that the death-rate from 
this disease is steadily decreasing, 
having declined from 200.7 per 100,- 
000 population in 1904 to 146.8 in 
1914. 
This would indicate, the As- 


sociation claims, that the anti-tn- 
>erculosis movement organized 
in 


he last ten years is having a mark- 
id effect on the mortality of tuber- 
culosis, especially since the death- 
rate from this disease seems to be 
declining more rapidly than the gen- 
ial death-rate from all causes. 


Commenting on this decrease in 


he rate from tuberculosis, the Bur- 
eau of the Census says: "As a re- 
sult of a more general understand- 
ug of the laws of health, the impor- 
ance of fresh air, etc., due in part, 
no doubt, to the efforts of the va- 
rious societies for the prevention of 
ubercnlosis, there has been a njost 
marked and gratifying decrease dur- 
ing recent 
years in the 
mortality 


from this scourge of civilization. In 
only a decade—from 1904 to 1914— 
the death-rate from tuberculosis in 
all its forms fell from 200.7 to 146.8 
per 100,000, the decline being con- 
tinuous from year to year. This fs 
a drop of more than 25 per cent."

tuberculosis,

sis shows that in 1905, 
when the

there were in the United States i nly

Pres- 
ident Willard responded immediately 
and offered to furnish an all-steel 
train of any necessary number of 
car- to transport the exhibits.

THE NEW DITCH LAW 


A Hush county farmer has asked 


that the following concerning 
the 


•new ditch law • passed by the last 
legislature 
be reproduced 
for the 


benefit of many farmers who 
are 


not acquainted with its 
features. 


The following was 
taken from the 


Farmer's Guide: 


At the last season 
of the state 


legislature 
of Indiana 
an obscure 


little 
bill 
slipped1 
through 
both 


houses and was signed by the gover- 
nor—an innocent looking little mat- 
ter of some three hundred word: 
apparently 
devoid 
of anything re- 


sembling human interest. 
Doubtless 


not fifty persons are 
aware of the 


'existence of this law. 
Yet beneath 


its guise of innocence it possesses 
hair-trigger qualities that, sometime 
sooner or later, are 
likely to prove 


•very, very annoying to some of onr 
'best citizens. 
It is well to 
know 


something of this obscure little com- 
mandment. 


Two things may always be ex- 


pected of a state legislature: It will 
'revise the game laws and monkey 
with the drainage laws. 
As a re- 


'sult of this propensity on the part 
•of our law makers the statute books 
'of Indiana are cluttered with a mel- 
ange of draining- laws that well nigh 
defy the ability of our bard-working 
township trustees 
to 
interpret. 


These multifarious 
laws, 
however, 


apply exclusively to public drains; 
we nave practically no laws that 
apply to a private ditch between, 
say, John Smith 
and 
Bill Brown. 


Heretofore it has been possible for 
John to act just as mean as he 
could with his part of the ditch an<J 
snap his fingers under the nose of 
Bill when .said 
Bill 
remonstrated. 


Right here is where this innocent lit- 
tle 
ditch law aforementioned 
is 


likely to go off under John's 
feet. 


As has been 
stated, it is well for 


John to know something abont 
the 


law. 


The title of the new law is: ''An 


act declaring legit! drains heretofore 
or hereafter constructed by mutual 
consent or agreement by adjoining 
or adjacent owners of lands, prohtb- 


* oBStraction '*&& JJWjfW- 


inion of many lawyers that no law 
could compel C to remove the 
ob- 


struction. 


The purpose of the new law is to 


provide the machinery whereby A 
can make C give him the outlet. Un- 
der the provisions of the act C not 
only has to permit A to connect onto 
his ditch but he has to keep the out- 
let ditch in good condition. If 
lie 


does not do this A will report 
the 


case to the township trustees, who 
will order C to remove the obstruc- 
tion and if C does not comply with 
the order, will have :he obstruction 
removed at C's expense plus 50 per 
cent, additional charges, 
the whole 


being levied by the county auditor 
as a tax against the land of C. 
Thus, it may be seen that the more 
obstructing (.' does the more it 
will 


cost him. 


It should be stated, however, that 


in the case of new ditches one land 
owner cannot compel another to give 
him an outlet. The law applies only 
to established drains. A ditch out- 
let must 
be considered 
a material 


commodity, a thing 
that 
mu. 


purchased or acquired as u gift; it 
is not a privilege that may be taken 
as the public takes property under 
the right of eminent domain. 


A phase of the new 
law 
that 


should be understood by all 
land- 


owners is that in the fase of a jornt 
ditch passing through the lands of 
two or more persons the consent of 
all concerned is necessary 
before 


another party can ti.-e the ditch as 
an outlet. 
The 
fairness of 
this 


point will be seen by all. 


If a ditch is connected with an- 


other unlawfully, under the provis- 
ions of this act, the onew ho con- 
structed the ditch is liable for any 
damages that may ensue and will be 
compelled to rill the ditch if any of 
the owners of the main ditch request 
it. 


This new law 
will be found 
on 


Page 53 of the Acts of the General 
Assembly of the State of Indiana, 
69th Session.

Keep Tear Garden Soil Busy 


AH Season, b Gaod 


Even the smallest back ya'rf n»ay 


be made to yield a supply of fresh 
vegetables for the family trbk at 
but slight expense if two or three 
crops are successively grown 
to 


keep the area occupied all the time, 
according to the garden specialists 
of the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture. People who would discharge a 
clerk if be did not work the 
year 


round will often cultivate a garden 
at no lit-tie trouble and expense and 
then allow the soil to lie idle from 
the time the first crop matures until 
the end of the season. Where 
a 


two or three crop system is used in 
connection with vegetables adapt- 
ed to .small areas, a space no larger 
than 25 by 70 feet will produce 
enough fresh vegetables for a small 
family. Corn, 
melons, 
cucumbers 


and potatoes and other crops «hieh 
require a large area shouW not be 
grown in a garden of this size. Haif 
an acre properly cultivated with a 
careful crop 
rotation may cisily 


-produce $100 worth of various gar- 
den crops in a year. 


If the garden was not broken in 


the fall it should be plowed in the 
spring as soon as the frost is out of 
the ground. Small areas may be 
worked with a spade, pushing 
the 


blade into its full depth and turning 
the soil to break the clods. 
Heavy- 


soils should never be 
worked wet. 


Overzealous gardners, ready to >eize 
the first warm spell as a favorable 
opportunity 
to go out 
and 
work 


the heavy clay soil before it is dry, 
are not only wasting their energy, 
but are doing a damage to the soil 
from which it will take years for it 
to 
recover. 
To determine 
when 


heavy .soils are ready for plowing a 
handful of earth should be collected 
from the surface and 
the fingers 


tightly closed on it. If the ball of 
compacted earth is dry enough for 
cultivation, it will fall apart when 
the hand is opened. 


A garden spot near the house is 


often more desirable than a 
plot 


which is in better tilth but located at- 
an inconvenient distance. A garden 
which is, near the house will receive 
many a spare hour of care trom 
adults and 
children 
which 
would 


otherwise be wasted. Where there is 
ample room for the selection of a 
garden site, the slope of the land 
should be carefully considered. 
A 


gentle slope towards the South is 
most desirable for 
growing early 


crops, while it is a decided advan- 
tage to have the plot protected on 
the north and nortnwest by either a 


, a group of buildings, or a board 


fence. 


Drainage of the garden is of great 


importance. 
The land should have 


sufficient fall to drain 
off surplus 


water during heavy rains aod yet 
not be so steep that the soil will be 
washed or 
gullied. 
The surface 


.bould be nearly level so the water 
will not .stand in hollows. Where 
the natural slope of the land does 
not provide sufficient natural drain- 
age, ditches may be dug or 
a tile 


dain put in. This will prevent waste 
water from the adjoining land from 
washing over it. 
Such water may 


carry weed and grass seed into the 
garden, which are later culled out 
with difficulty. 


The soil in the average back yard 
not only lacking in plant food but 


also has been packed until it is hard 
and unyielding. 
To loosen up such 


oil and make it suitable for garden 
produce requires that 
careful 
at- 


tention be given to its preparation. 
After spading the inclosure thor- 
oughly, the upper 3 inches shouW 
be made fine with the use of -hoe and 
rake. 
Stones and rubbish 
should 


be removed and clods of dirt broken. 


The surface should be made even 
and as level as possible. It may 
then be marked off for planting in 
conformity with the general plus of 
•the garden. 


Barnyard or stable manure is the 


best fertilizer because it 
furnishes 


both plant food and humus. An ap- 
plication at the rate of from 20 to 
30 tons to the acre of well-rotted

working with a spade, and distribu- 
ted evenly over the surface and la- 
ter worked in with.a hoe and rake 
Oa many soils it is advisable to 
apply commercial fertiliser, especi 
ally phosphate, in addition to the 
manure. An application of 30'l to 
600 pounds of acid phosphate fo the 
acre is usually sufficient. 
If tiddt- 


tkmal potash is needed, which is of- 
ten th« case with sandy- soils, this 
may be economically supplied ia the 
form of wood ashes.

EVEN SHOE STRINGS ARE UP

Cleveland, O., March 17,—The 


price of shoes is going up. according 
to wholesale dealers. 
The boost wilJ 


be cauesd by sharp advances in the 
cost of raw materials, as a result of 
the w.ir. 
"With the manufacturers 


it is not a quetsion 
of piice 
so 


much as scarcity of raw materials," 
stated G. P. Spencer, wholesaler. 
"Many have not been able to buy 
more than half the 
amount 
they 


need. 


While imports of calf skin have 


decreased 55 per cent, exports have 
increased 100 per cent. The total 
exports of leather and tanned skins 
increased heavily last 
year, while 


imports of cattle hides have de- 
creased. As a result women's shoes 
soles have increased 50 per cent in 
cost and men's 33 1-3 .per' cent. 
Some vici-kid is being sold at 75 
cents a square foot. Even shoe laces 
have advanced 300 per cent." This 
unprecedented situation is caused 
by: 1, Enormous demands by war- 
ring nations for soldiers' sboes, 2, 
Shutting off supplies of leather from 
Germany and Serbia;
